trarpyhauc infnred and perſecuted thoſe whom you 
had called.to ayde you, and whom you had ſuramo- 
ned and warned to vſe their Artand vocations there- 
in : V\hich hath beene done by a moſt iuſt and ſe- 
cret iudgement of God, who as the Phyſician, that is 
able to heale all fickneſles and diſcafes, did beſt know 

the cauſe of your malady , and gaue you thereadieſt 

and fitteſt meanes that might be found. He hath dealt 
with the three flower Dc!uces of France, as with 

thoſe that were ſicke ofan ouer great aboundanceof 
wealth and blood, and to euery one of them hath 

perticularly applicd a feminine Horſe-leach , which 

alwayes ſuck and Yraw, andneuer is full , nor ſatiſ- 

fied, by reaſon lof an infinite. number of lictle ones 

that ioyne with them, and which ſtand behind at the 

taile, and reccaus that which others ſucke from the 

head. 

At this day, God giueth youa meanes by your 
weakeneſſe, and continuall Feauers , .to- know and 
perceiue the eucr-great cuacuation of- your blood, 
and treaſures,and that the very beſtand pureſtblood 


and treaſure that you hauc.. Therefore watch-care« 
fully, and notdiligently,for the conſervation of that 
ſmall remnant which remaineth, and lay hold ypon' 
the remedies that may ſerue to-recouer your health 
and ſtrength againe : without flattery acknowledge 
it, and without fcare or any doubt of your further

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miſchiefe,” and of the cauſes and aduanf 
your Enemies hold on: conſider the' debaſed and 
weake ſtate, firſt by the diflipation ofthe great trea- 
ſures ofthe ſame,and then by the youth, ſuperſtition, 
faint-heartednes, es,ordeniing amongſt 
the Princes thereof, which make the-Nobility be- 
come carcleſicof their Zeale rowards their Country, 
and the common people benummed , and as itwere 
ſenceleſſe of the miſchicfes and forces thereof-, and 
all oftbem together moued with enuje,to runne-and 
labour to fee which of them ſhall firſt fall imtothe 
net, The onely cauſe of all theſe diforders and abu- 
ſes, is the horrible ambition of Laywes, and his follo- 
wers, who for the eſtabliſhing of his ryrainnie , hath 
fully determined, after he hath deuoured all the trea- 
ſurc of France, layd and heapt itvp, in the futeſt pla. 
ccs, and whole Prouinces which he viurpeth, impri- 
ſoned, flattered, and corrupted, the moſt part of the 
Princes, and great perſonages,. and imbaſed , caſt 
downe and diſgraced thoſe whom he could not cor- 
rupt,-to vic the meanes and intereſt of firangers, to 


aduance his tyrannic, by declaring Warre agaiaſt 


thoſe, of whom, for the good of the'Stare ,/ ibis re» 


quifiteto aske peace. 


© Theaduantages which he hath already had , and 
which he further expeQeth, are great , if hee he not 


prevented. Firſt; he hath giuen colour to an-infinite 


number. of new Edidts , Proclamations, imbutſe- 


ments, imprefts, impolitions,cxaQions, andoppreſ- 
ſions, which the greateſt tyrants in the world never 
imaginednor thought of, he hathcauſed thoſe. tobe

EdiQts ſhould be 
become more iuſt and lawfullchis yeare; Ifnor, bur 
chat by cho executions of:the ſame, God hath deecr- 
mined to puniſh Franceor ſiffering them to be pro- 
claimed : by this meanes thenhe hath bercft France 
of her laſh inice, and from thence hath drawne two 
ſpecialland principall commodities : The firſt, chat 
he hach fortified himſelfe, and brought France into 
 anextreame cons The ſecond, that he hath in- 
ducedand drawne the peoples hearts vnto arcuolt, 
. and to a generall diſunion. 
- Againe, hee heapeth, and that with great appa- 
 rance,that this Warrewill deliuer and free him from 
all thoſc thar eſteeme his tyrannicall eeſolutions, co 
' be dangerous, and thathee ſhall be-che principall 
heirc : Therefore you ſee,thathe hath giuen the com- 
.maund of his firſt difordered Armies (notto his con- 
federares and trufty friends) but onely vnto thoſe, 
who at other times oppoſed theraſclues againſt the 
-progreſle, & iſſue of his-ryrannie, whom he diſtruſts, 
and by their blinde courage, 1 to be-rid of

| Againe, he hopeth ſo. conveniently toabuke us 
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the Kings authority and forces, that aſter a long time - 
of Warre, and miley, both parties ſhall be ſa weak- 
ned, and yet ſo much animated, that they cannot 
any more hurt him, por ioyne together to reſiſt his 
tyrannie ; he hath alſo madeagood entrance, (and if 
he be ſuffered to continue) a yeare longer, Iam afſir- 


red, that bewill manifeſthimſelfe, Firſt, by the iſſue 


of two -o. pn bauing deuided the Army to wea- 
ken it, ſending part thereof to lie beforeRochell, he 
drew the King himſelfe in perſos, with the reft, tolie 
before Montaubon , which againſtall millitary rea- 
ſon he would beſiege , and againſt tho ſeaſon of the 
yeare, and theaduiceofallthe world, vnleſſe itwere 
of Pater Arnoux, who payd the Captaines and the 
Souldiers onely with miracles; and revelations : he 
hath wearied the Army, without paying themany 
money to liue vpon,and without any order, that the 
poore ſicke-or wounded Souldiers might be relie- 
ved with bread and water, in ſuch manner, that hun- 
gcrand ſicknes hath killed many more of them, then 
nd expreſly left their dead 
und without buriall, to the

he greatpreiudice of the Kings authoriry) which 
till then had nenerfailed, to raiſe his fiege, and in the 
Kingsname in ſubmiſſive mannerto deſire a ſhame- 
fullpeace;ofthofe,who on their knees onght ro haue 


'asked the ſame of him. Thus you ſee the notable 
fun@ions of the Conſtables office, and the effeRs of 


the happy conduCtion and fuccefſe which he promi- 


ſed byhis Letters. And in the meane time , that all 
_ theſegreatdiforders and neceſſities happened, with 
a great firear his backe: hee ſtoodand played 1000. 
piſtolets and French crownes at Dice , vpona Table 
afrerDinner :- he#neuer went neere the fight, buthe 
made itcome vnto him,-and neuer went turther for- 
ward (but onely by his ſight) hauing a Corſelet of 
of proſpeRiue glafſe betweene : he motioned a ſmall 
Truce or ccafing from Armes for two houres long, 
that ho might goe to viſite the Trenches, alwayes 
bearing the monſter Feare in his pocket , leaſt hee 
Mould ſtay longer there : he canſed great conuoyes 
. ef money tobe ſent from Paris, vnder pretence of 
- paying the Souldiers in the Army, but the greateſt 
partthercofſtayed in Blaye:cuery day he cauſed 600. 
men to worke at Liſigny,, as many at Quillebocuf, 
800, at Amiens, 500. atCalais, and morc then 200. 
in Leynes places in Paris, eucry man for 20. Solz a 
day, and 500.,menn Garriſon-in Amicns , for the 
keeping of one'part of his treaſure, all ordained as if 
it had beenefor the King , and payd them as itwere 
with blood: in the meane time, poore France fuffe- 
reth, ſheraresher owne entrailcs in pieces; thee is 
diſmembred by theſe diforders , whichare as many 
ſeeds of partialitics, and of ET as 
LICE 
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the treaſures of the Realme, which are the 


- - 
there. are ſtrong places of Hug nites, that is.the 


point whereunto.Zaynes aſpireth,for coadiutorsand 
conſpirators in his deſignes , having the auncient 
Enemies of the State , who for the ſpace of roo. 
yeares, hauc ſoughtand aduanced the diſſipation of 
the. State, byall the meanes they can deuiſe,and per- 
ticularly by the ſuperſtitions which both day and 
night they ſowe in weake conſciences: their princi- 
pall Minifters are Armowsx and Rowſſelay, who abuſe 
the Kings.conſcicnce, as Luywes abuſcth his affeion. 
In Zayxes they fay-there is tuftice and agillity, in eſta- 
bliſhing of his tyrannie : they pronounce and pro- 
miſe him proſperity, from the Popes ſecret chamber 
of Cardinals, and from the Conclauc : they affure 
him, that the diſſipation ofthis State being effeted, 
the Enemy will leaue him the principall Manour, 
andthe right of.clderſhip : theſe are things which 
heretofore were offered to thoſe of our houſe, whoſe 
hearts were neuer capable of ſo perniciousa deligne. 
Since thattime the Enemies.ambition hath no more 
diminiſhed then the inuention ofhis Miniſters:thoſe 
arethey, who by their treaſons and ſecret pradtiſes, 
have. made the entrance into this pleaſing Watre, 
thereby to lull the people afleepe, and ſo with more 
applauſe tobring all the State into diſſipation. Firſt, 
hauing bereft it of all alliances; and ir is likely, that 
ifthe patience of French men doth continue, they 
will ſoone attaine to the end thereof, & place Luynes 


onthetop of the wheele : he hath already = all 
innowes 


ofan cſtate, both in peace and warre :: he hath yet of 
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late within foure moneths ſpaecilayd vp abvue two 
millions of Franckes, he hath all the Penfions giuen 
ſince three yeares paſt, all the Kings debts which are 
not diſcharged, he hath diuers whole Prouinces, all 
rhe beft places in others, he ſeekes to have Prouince: 
Ifhe can in exchange of Guyenne, whereby he may 
have the charge of the Generall of the Gallies, hee 
hath becne dealing with the places which Chaftlzo 
holdeth ,. that therewith hee. may ſpeedily pretend 
ſomcthing againſt Zagzeder, and the Admiralty, 
and by that mcanes both by Sea and land on all fides 
of France, bring in all ſorts of Strangers, to aſſure 
himſelfe againſt the naturall Patriorts , by new Col- 
lonics, after the manner of the Romanes ( b hath the 
King on his fide, whoſe nature he hath ſo much diſ- 
guiſcd, tharhe hath Iv his Maicſtic,that it is 
not enough to loue him, if he doe hatc himſelfe. I 
catinot refrainetojſpeake of a point of moſt ſtrange 
arrogancic, which he hath done beſides all the ef ; 
whereof I haue made mention, which is, that the 
King loucd anauncicnt Muſttian, that had continu- 
ally ferued abouc 25. or go. ycares,beth the King his 
Farther deceaſed, and himſciHfe , and had for a reward 
giuen him, before other ſutors, a Canens place voyd 
in the holy Chapell of Paris, for the which he was 
derermined to giue him his Letters Patenes. This 
poore man, as his manner was , being gone to the 
Kings Maffe at Piquecox, Luynes preſented a man vn- 
to the King,and faid - Sir,here is afman-to whom you 
' muſt give a Canons place, which is vacant in the ho- 
iy Chapcllin Paris: to whom the King ſaid , Thauc 
gauecn, . 
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piuen icalready to ſuch aman, naming the Muſician; 
who as then'was there : Zaynes replyed , and ſaid, 
Sir, you muſt giue him ſomewhar clſc; and content 
this braue man, who will doe yougood ſeruice. The 
poore Mufician that ſtood behind, therewith could 
not refraine from ſpeaking and weeping, but ſpake 
as leud as he could, and faid : My Lord, I pray you 
hinder mce not from that which it hath pleaſedbis 
Graceto beſtow vpon mee, it is the recompence of 
25. yearcs {cruice: the King hath giuen it willingly 
vnto me, that I might paſſe my old dayes in praying 
vnto God both for his Maieſties proſperity and 
yours: wherewith his Maicſtic mouedto pitie , ſaid 
vnto Zyynes, My Lord Conſtable, I pray you hearti- 
ly lechim haue it; Ic is long time ſince [ promiſed 
he ſame vnto him,and I gaue it him without asking. 
But Zwywes arrogancie was ſo great , that neither re- 
ſpeQing the Kings requeſt,nor the Muſicians tcares:: 
after held impoſed lence vnto them both, he cau- 
ſed Letters Patcnts to be made for the fame to him, 
whom he intended to gratific. Bythis it is caſte to 
iudge, whether ſuch dealings ſauournot rather of a 
proud arrogant Commute , then of an bumble 
ſcruant. Itcuidently appearcth,that theKings great 
loſſes, are Luynes great gaines, the King hath loſt 
all his treaſures,Luynes hath gotten them, and of go. 
uernments and ſtrong places maybe faid the like: it 
may be he willfay , that wharſocuer hee hath is che 
Kings, and particularly his places : but I fay, itis 
farrefrom that, he ſceth the neceſſity and diſorder in 
theKings affaires for want of money : he hath great

ry 
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rreaſure, but dothnot ayde the King therewith : thay 
13a ſigne, that hee hath robbed the King , and chat 
whichhe bath, his Maiceſtie knoweth not of, for it is 
not to be doubted : bur if the King had giuen it vn- 
to him , hee would be aſhamed to ſce his Maicſtie 
want, and notreſtore him a ſmall part of that bene- 
fir which he had giuen him. And touching his pla. 
ces and goucrnments, he hath roo well fhewed, that 
they are no more at the Kings diſpoſition: cuery 
man knowes, thar the laſt yeare, he would nor ſuffer 
his Maicſiie to-enter into the Citadell of Amiens, 
with abouecſixe perſons befides himſclfe. Hath noe 
the King alſo receiueda great loſſe, by the death of 
ſo manybrauemen before Montaubon: to the con- 
trary , Luyres hath loft but ſo many feares,. and ob- 
tained many aſſurances ;.and now while he is ſome. 
what out of breath, and perceineth that themurmu- 
rings of the Catholicks ſeeme to beat againſt him, in 
regard of the notable ations of a Lord high Con- 
ſtablethat hee hath performed : hee makes ſhew to 
ſeeke forhis proteQtion among the Hugonats, there- 
by t6 diminiſh the couragesboth of-the one and the 
other, by his trecherics and deceites: and fo hauing 
breathed himſelfe , to begin ſome other: praiſes : 
hee doth like the Weauer, that caſts his Shuttle on 
both ſides.too and fro, to weauc his cloath ; hee 
fiſhech on-alHides, as well in clearcas troubled wa- 
ter : thoſe who-this day thinke themſelues to be his 


friends; the next day hee makes them his Enemies, 


and when hce will, makes his Enemies his. friends, 


forrhebencfit of his affaires : whercunto hee makes 
account. 
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account that al] things are ſubiefted , without cx- 
ception of the King, or of heauen : hee is perſwaded 
thatneither the King, the Queenes, the Princes, the 
Lords, the Gentlemen, nor the people zno, nor yet 
that which is impoſſible , canbe any obſtacles to his 
deſignes. Touching the King, I hauc ſaid ſomewhar 
already : concerning the Queene Mother, it is hor- 
rible and incredible vnto thoſe ,. that haue not ſecne 
it : hee cauſed himſelfe to.be followed to the Armie, 
and inall other places by that Princeſſe, as long as it 
pleaſed him, like a Carrabin, alwayes Lound to the 
Pack, till at laſt, tcares, ſhame, and remorce of con- 
ſcience hauing ouercome him, hee graunted her de- 


' parture , vpon condition to be alwayes ready, to 


walke, ſtay,or guide her , where.and in what manner 
{oeuer hce would , hauing firſt bereft and depriued 
her, as he Rouge , of all the. Princes and great per- 
ſonages thatheld with ker,ſo that he feareth nothing 
on.thatfide. For Monſicur the Kings brother , hee 
hath him ia his poſſeſſion, hee gulls him continually, 
and cauſcth him to be gulled by others : And to ſet 
a colour:vpon the ſtraight Guard which hee koldetly 
about him , hee hath wickedly ſuppoſed , that hee 
ſhould haue beene carried away to Granado ;.and 
which is more, hee hopeth that his tyrannic willbe 
eſtabliſhed before.the Jawfulll age of that-Prince be 
accompliſhed. 

Touching the Prince of Conde, hee aſſures him- 
ſelfe, that promiſing him ſome Archbiſhopricke, or 
the Maiors place in Burges,or cauſing him peaccably 
to. cnioy the Office of the Bayliwick of Berry, .orof 

B 3 ſome 
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fome ſuch like thing, or of the moſt, giuing him a 
preſent of ro0000. Franckes, that he will cauſe him 
to doe whatſocuer hee will : yea, and if itbeto re- 
nowne his degree and quality of the firſt Prince of 
the blood, and to conſent to his tyrannie. The poore 
Prince is much abuſed , te put his truſt and conki- 
dence in Rowſſelay, to make him belecue that he is a 
good Catholick: he ſhall neuer obtaine that credit, 
vnleſſc he and his ſonne both become Monkes , for 
many reaſons that I know. Zeynes is ſomewhat more 
afraid of the County , he isa young orientall ſprig, 
' whoas yet hath not abuſed any man, nor loſthis cre- 
dit: hee growerh in age of ſtrength and authority, 
and begins to draw many mens hopes vnto him; and 
further, as yet he is not priſoner, he is ſtiffe and vnca- 
fie to be bowed: ir concernes him to preſerue his li- 
 berty, and that good opinion which is conceiued of 
him, ſpecially inhisfirſt ation, for that is it, whereby 
he ſhall be: the better eſteemed of, all his life long. 
All the reſt ofthe Princes and great perſons , Luynes 
- makes no.account of, commaunding and vſing them 
like his ſeruants,or rather like dogs : he drines, calls, 
and tnrnes them backe againe,when he pleaſeth, with 
a beck of his hand, and they are happy, if inall their 
voyage, they ay but once enter into his outward 
Chamber, and as he paſſeth by , receiue a kinde nod 
with his head for their congic, or benediQtion : hee 
faith he hath accuſtomed them thereunto , and that 
hefeares them nor, and boaſts that hee hath corrup- 
ted, deuided, and ſo much altered , all their credites 
among the Nobility , thatat this day, there are few 


= 


Gentlemen | 
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Gentlemen that ſpeake not cuill of ali the Princes, 
and which vtternot their opinions of the gouern- 
ment. As all cheſe greatneſſes (Gentlemen) are as 
many fore-runners of his tyrannie,they alſo ſeeme to 
thruſt forward,and prouoke his ambition toproceed 
further , for his owne ſecurity : hee ſhould bevery 


| blinde, ifhe were perſwaded, that the ſucceſſour of 


ourking (whom God grauntlong to raigne) would 
not finde his greatneſſeto be odious, and vnſcemely 
in the State, and that hce would not vtterly ouer- 
throw andabate ir. The great miſchicfes which he 
hath done, and the great treaſure which he vniuftly 

offeſſeth, will continually put him in this feare, vn- 
ell ſuch time as that he hath aſſured himſelfe, and 
that for his aſſurance, he ſacrificed the greateſt per- 
ſonsin the State, which are the mighticſt ebſtacles 
againfthim, hee could be content that they would 
ſacrifice themſelues- (as I haue done) at his: inſtt- 
gation, 

The Traytor as heis, knoweth how he hath told 
me a hundred times, at the leaft, chat in this Warre, . 
he would haue no other recourſe but vnto mee, and 
but two dayes bcfore my death, comforting mefor- 
the death of ſome of my friends , ſaid vnto me, thar 
if he might attaine to the winning of Montaubon,he 
would doe meſo much good , and gine meſo good 
contentment, that I ſhould haue no minde nor cauſe 
ro weepe forthe lofles, that I had recciued: and yet 
neuerthelefle, atthe time of my death, he could nor 
refraine from reioycing thereat , together with his 
confederates , 85a thorne puld out of their hearts, 


ard 
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and to make my death the leſſe Iamentable , andny 
memory diſhonourable : pry after the ſame, 
he falſly and trayterouſly ſuppoſed certaine faftions 
and intelligences to be praQtiled and knowne by me, 
to the preiudice of the Kings ſeruice , and his State, 
and reſtrained ſome of my ſeruants , impriſoned 0- 
thers, bereauing themall of the meanes of their hap- 
pinefle, vnlefſe they would.yeeld to a ſcandalous dil- 
poſition again me, Isnot all this manner of pro- 
creding a ſufficient proofe of his trecherie,and of the 
deſigne that he had to worke my decay. Traytor as 
thou art, hadſt thou neede of ſacrifices of ſuch qua- 
lities ? and yet if thou wouldeſt haue beene content 
with the loſſe of my life , without ſeeking to extin- 
guiſh the memory of me : thou ſhouldſt hauc told
